We  learned  with  regret,  that  Mr.  Edgar  A.  Welti  will  have  to 
spend  a  goodly  part  of  his  time  from  now  on  in  Switzerland,  with  but 
short  intervals  here  in  the  U.  S.  This,  of  course,  necessitates  his 
relinquishing  his  offices  of  Vice-President  and  Curator  and  Chairman 
of  the  By-Laws  Committee.  As  a  means  of  improving  the  workings  of 
our  Society,  he  made  the  following  suggestions:  1  -  That  an  appointed 
Nominating  Committee  be  abolished  and  make  this  an  elective  office.  It 
would  be  the  duty  of  the  Nominating  Committee  to  bring  in  a  slate  of  at 
least  two  members  for  each  office.  2  -  Rotation  in  office  for  important 
offices  should  be  p  limited  term  of  years,  namely,  1,  2  or  3  years. 

This  would  give  more  members  a  chance  to  serve.  3  -  Have  a  number*of 
Standing  Committees  for  various  purposes.  We  could  have  a  Program  Com¬ 
mittee,  a  By-Laws  Committee,  a  Permanent  Fund  Committee  -  and  a  House* " 
Committee  with  the  possibilities  of  finding  a  permanent  home.  in  Con 
nection  with  the  Curatorship,  this  should  be  another  one  of  the  Standi 
Committees  we  could  have... the  Cabinet  should  not  be  changed  every  ye 
and  several  members  should  know  its  contents  and  be  able  to  check  it  &r  * 
The  head  of  this  Committee  could  be  known  as  Chairman  of  the  Committe- 
for  the  Society's  Cabinet,  Library  and  Archives.  Three  persons  should 
1  VP  on  it,  a  member  to  be  elected  each  year  and  members  serving 
?er  first  2  years  as  Assistants  to  the  Chairman  -  and  they  would  be  ** 
re-elected  each  year,  if  it  so  pleases  the  members,  serving  for  a  total 

of  3  years.  .  •  . 
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A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  Mr.  Schuhmacher  and 
the  various  Committee  members  for  th^ir  worK  in  connection  with  the 
A.N.A.  Convention.

Proposed  new  article  in  the  constitution. 

PERMANENT  FUND. 

SECTION  1 - -The  vested  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  inviolate, 
in  a  separate  fund,  the  name  of  which  shall  be  "The  Permanent  Fund 
of  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society". 

SECTION  2--This  fund  shall  be  held  in  the  name  of,  and  administered 
by,  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  Society 
(who  shall  act  as  chairman  of  the  Beard),  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Society  (who  shall  act  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board)  ,  ex-effi cii s  ,  and 
three  members -at -large .  No  portion  of  thi 3  fund,  except  as  provided 
in  Section  5,  shall  be  expended  except  upon  written  authority  of 
all  Trustees. 

SECTION  3--The  three  me abers -at -large  shall  be  elected  at  the  same 
ti  tie  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  officers,  one  member  being  elected 
each  year  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  members -at-large  shall  hold 
no  other  elective  office  in  the  Society. 

SECTION  4--In  this  fund  shall  be  placed  all  moneys  received;  1st,  from 
Life  membership  fees;  2nd,  from  entrance  fees;  3rd,  by  donations  and 
bequests  to  the  Society  not  definitely  otherwise  limited;  and  4th, 
such  other  additions  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  to  it  by  vote 
of  the  Society;  or  of  the  Council  when  specifically  so  authorized  by 
the  Society. 

SECTION  5--A11  income  accruing  to  this  fund  shall  in  any  year,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Treasurer,  such  action  is  necessary,  be  added  to  and 
become  a  part  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  Society.  Such  income  as  dees 
not  so  become  a  part  of  such  General  Fund  shall  be  added  to  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  this  fund. 

SECTION  6 - -The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  carefully  and  judiciously  de¬ 
posit  the  Permanent  Fund  in  such  Savings  Bank  or  invest  it  in  such 
securities  of  permanent  value  as,  in  their  judgment,  will  best  pro¬ 
mote  the  financial  Interests  of  the  Society;  and  shall  select  a  suit¬ 
able  depository  for  such  securities  and  vouchers. 

SECTION  7 --The  Board  shall  Keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  investments 
of  the  Permanent  Fund,  and  at  each  Annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
shall  submit  a  correct  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  fund,  in  de¬ 
tail  . 


Proposed  change  to  Article  III  in  the  Constitution:  - 

Change  ONE  Councilor-at-Large  to  read  THREE  Councilors-at-Large 
one  member  being  elected  each  year  for  a  term  of  three  years.

President  Clapp  spoke  on  National  Coin  Week,  inviting  all  members  to  display 
some  part  of  their  collections. 

For  National  Coin  Week  (April  22  to  April  2^,  Filene's  allowed  us  the  use  of  a 
full  window  in  their  Boston  store.  We  hope  most  members  were  able  to  see  how  inter¬ 
esting  and  well  displayed  it  proved  to  be,  thanks,  in  part,  to  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Barstow.  We  saw  the  exhibit  about  11  o’clock  one  morning,  and  at  that  time  there  was 
a  goodly  crowd  enjoying  it. 

Mr.  Tuttle  of  the  Curator's  Committee  gave  a  report  as  to  the  properties  of  our 
Society.  He  presented  a  list  of  effects  which  totalled  269  items.  Most  of  these 
were  records,  including  the  Society's  Charter.  The  coins  and  medals  were  painfully 
lacking,  there  being  but  one  set  of  Irish  coins  frcm  the  1/2  crown  down  to  the  far¬ 
thing,  a  1928  proof  set  of  Greek  coins,  and  seme  medals. 

It  was  suggested  by  Miss  Merrill  that  we  again  start  a  cabinet,  with  the  hope 
that  members  would  present  duplicates  of  their  collections.  This  is  being  done.  Ur 
Grant  immediately  volunteered  the  Sesquicentennial  Rhode  Island  medals,  and  Mr.  GcuM 
and  other  members  vouched  their  willingness  to  be  donators,  too. 

For  members  who  haven't  read  the  History  of  the  Boston  Numismatic  Sccieby  by  the 
late  Shepard  Pond,  the  following  excerpts  concerning  the  original  cabinet  may  be  of  6 
interest : 

"1897  brought  the  first  indications  of  an  impending  break-up  of  the  Society  f 
at  the  meeting  in  March,  1897,  five  of  the  six  remaining  members  being  present  and  ^ 
feeling  themselves  well  along  in  years  and  having  an  eye  to  the  disposition  of  the 
Society's  possessions,  then  some  #900  and  library  and  cabinet,  'a  committee  of  two 
was  appointed  to  consider  the  situation  of  the  Society  in  all  respects  and  to  repo 
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heir  views  as  to  the  future.1  ...Nearly  a  year  later,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  Jan- 
SKiry,  1898,  this  committee  brought  in  its  recommendations.  The  result  was  that  the 
*|&j$ociety  voted  to  give  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in  Boston  the  sum  of  ??300  together 
piftdth  all  the  coins  and  medals  belonging  to  the  Society,  exceot  such  as  the  Secretary 
filgftt  choose  to  add  to  his  collection.  It  was  also  voted  to  give  to  the  Public  Li- 
rary  of  3oston  the  sum  of  3300  and  all  the  books  and  pamphlets  belonging  to  the 
^Society,  except  again  such  as  the  Secretary  might  choose  to  add  to  his  collection. 

Is  left  the  Society  shorn  of  its  library  and  cabinet  and  with  its  funds  reduced  to 
jproximat ely  3300.  The  records  show  that  after  the  Secretary  had  reserved  for  him¬ 
self  five  volumes  and  about  a  dozen  pamphlets  (small  enough  reward  for  38  years  of 
Yervice/)  he  sent  to  the  Public  Library  50  volumes  and  153  pamphlets . . . "

his  becoming  a  collector.  With  his  father  a  post  master,  a  railroad  express  agent, 
and,  too,  running  a  country  store  in  North  Bellingham,  Mass.,  Horace  had  access  to 
a  profusion  of  old  U.  S.  silver  and  encased  postage  stamps.  He  belongs  to  the  Club 
of  73  (members  were  born  in  1873)*  As  souvenirs  he  gave  old  checks  bearing  revenue 
stamps  to  our  Club  officers. 


The  scope  and  contents  of  memorabilia  he  exhibited  and  described  proved  very 


fascinating,  even  though  much  of  it  was  non-numisraatic .  This  is  the  list:

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Philatelic :  First  Day  Cover  with  block  of  six  stamps;  mailed  from  New  York 
[City,  autographed  by  former  Mayor  LaGuardia;  block  of  four  Century  of  Progress  stamps, 
f&utographed  by  Edward  J.  Kelly,  Mayor,  and  mailed  from  Chicago;  block  of  six  of  the 
•hree  cent  imperforate  National  Park  issue;  block  of  twelve  of  the  three  cent  Mary- 
id  stamps,  mailed  on  first  day  of  issue,  March  23,  1934,  from  St*  Marys  City, 
[Maryland.  Cover  measures  11  inches  by  20  inches  and  is  undoubtedly  the  largest 
[cover  ever  put  thru  a  cancelling  machine;  two  covers  mailed  -with  parcel  post  stamps 
fused  as  first  class  postage  contrary  to  the  postal  laws;  interesting  cover  addressed 
[to  Walter  3.  Gould,  Bangor,  Maine,  franked  with  many  one  and  two  cent  stamps  of  dif¬ 
ferent  issues.  Walter  was  one  of  oldest  Numismatists  and  Philatelists  in  the  coun¬ 
try;  several  documents,  old  Boston  papers  with  embossed  revenue  stamps;  document 
'sent  to  the  President  of  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.  dated  1843;  photo  taken  in  1908  of  A. B. 
Slater.  Mr.  Slater  received  great  publicity  after  discovering  about  one  hundred  of 
[the  Providence  Postmaster  covers  which  he  willed  to  the  R.  I.  Historical  Society; 
[envelope  addressed  to  H.  M.  Grant  at  Providence  and  franked  by  Franklin  D.  Roo;-evelt 
^in  1930;  at  the  time  he  was  Governor  of  New  York  State;  old  letter  dated  1848  and 
franked  by  Daniel  Webster;  old  letter  dated  1859  in  the  handwriting  of  Horace 
Greeley;  album  containing  one  hundred  or  more  of  Government  stamped  envelopes,  so- 
called  '’Freaks",  albinos,  some  with  a  little  ink  showing  and  many  re-valued  envel¬ 
opes  improperly  stamped.  This  album  also  contained  many  blocks  and  singles  of  un¬ 
cancelled,  creased  stamps. 

Miscellaneous:  Interesting  score  card  of  Tufts  College  B.B.C.,  dated  1866, 
done  in  pen  and  ink  and  giving  the  average  score  and  name  of  each  player;  small 
wooden  cross  made  from  piece  of  the  cross  planted  by  Columbus  on  San  Salvadore  in 
1492;  small  piece  of  brick  taken  from  the  house  of  Columbus  at  San  Salvadore  in 
1867;  (both  these  pieces  from  the  well-known  Reigert  collection);  pieces  of  braided 
hair  from  the  heads  of  children  and  mounted  on  cards  in  the  early  1800*3;  small 
piece  of  the  flag  which  waved  over  Fort  Sumter  in  1861,  mounted  in  metal  holder; 
autograph  of  John  A.  Dix  mounted  with  two  of  his  Civil  War  Tokens;  twenty  or  more 
advertising  cards  in  colors  with  pictures  of  stamps  of  many  foreign  countries.  Cards 
used  by  the  Eastman  Flaxinella  Perfume  Company. 


Indian :  Piece  of  wood  with  an  arrow  head  imbedded  as  taken  from  the  ruins 
of  an  old  burned  house  at  Wickford,  R.  I.;  photo  of  Indian  stone  bowl  with  face 
carved  on  the  bottom.  This  rare  item  sold  by  H.  M.  Grant  to  the  Museum  of  the 
American  Indian,  New  York  City;  photos  of  other  rare  stone  implements  Mr.  Grant 
has  owned  including  a  very  rare  monitor  pipe.

Additional  Notes  on  the  9/17/51  meeting: 

Mrs.  Pond  and  Mr.  Tuttle  reported  on  the  Phoenix  Convention. 

Mr.  Lowenstam1 s  very  well  prepared  speech  on  the  Origin  of  Seals,  in¬ 
cluded  undisputed  evidence  that  seals  or  identity  marks  antedated  coins  by  many 
centuries. 

Greek  cities  had  their  owl,  turtle,  lion,  ear  of  grain,  wolf,  etc.,  etc. 
to  identify  them,  long  before  coins  or  metal  tokens  of  value  or  trade  were  known. 
One  of  the  very  first  coins  that  proves  this  point  is  a  lump  of  gold  (a  cupy) 
issued  in  the  seventh  century  and  found  in  Asia  Minor,  which  shows  a  deer  graz¬ 
ing  and  has  above  it  in  Greek  lettering,  "I  am  the  sign  (seal)  of  Phanos.11 
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Cities  and  States  continue  the  old  custom  of  having  their  seals,  as  do 
£  some  individuals.  This  has  developed  into  the  "science51  of  Heraldry  and  Geneal- 
C  ogy.  We  find  many  coins  that  have  as  many  as  50  or  60  Heraldic  shields  crowded 
5  on  them.

Much  attention  was  focused  on  the  stimulating  talk  "Dr.  of  Numismatics" 
by  James  F.  Clapp,  Jr. ,  as  it  outlined  the  very  apparent  relation  numismatics 
have  to  other  forms  of  learning.  It  was  illustrated  with  slides. 

He  explained  the  contribution  of  six  ancient  coins,  to  other  branches 
of  knowledge  and  research  outside  of  Numismatics.  The  first,  a  Roman  coin 
bearing  a  17th  Century  Spanish  countermark,  proved  that  the  coin  had  been  in 
circulation  for  1300  years.  The  second,  a  coin  of  Constantine,  helped  establish 
the  date  of  the  adoption  of  Christianity  as  a  State  religion.  The  third,  a 
Roman  Republican  denarius,  depicted  a  lost,  classical  Greek  painting.  The 
fourth  was  issued  by  a  Roman  Emperor,  otherwise  unknown  to  history.  The  fifth, 
a  coin  of  the  Social  War  of  89  BC,  traced  the  linguistic  origin  of  the  name 
of  Italy.  The  sixth,  a  tetradrachm  of  Athens,  illustrated  the  principle  of 
Modem  Art,  that,  "form  follows  function." 

On  a  motion  made  by  Messrs.  Clapp  and  Capostagno,  the  secretary  cast  the 
ballot  for  the  election  of  1952  officers.

This  is  the  report  of  our  February  meeting: 

Due  to  the  inclement  weather,  but  11  members  were  present. 

Members  present  at  this  meeting  certainly  have  a  better  understanding  of 
the  Joachimsthaler,  whether  this  subject  was  new  or  renewed  information  for  them, 
because  of  Dr.  Buck’s  talk.  Simply  told,  in  a  fascinating  fashion,  he  began  i/ith 
his  trip  to  Europe  when  a  junior  in  college . of  visiting  various  places  in¬ 

cluding  Bohemia. .. .of  stopping  at  a  small  hotel  in  a  little  town  there,  and  its 
proprietor,  John  Schlick,  a  descendant  of  the  famed  Counts  Schlick  giving  him  a 
Joachimsthaler  as  a  "thank  you'1  for  help  in  a  minor  mountain  climbing  accident, 
and  as  a  memento  of  a  pleasant  visitor.  Thus  began  the  Doctor’s  interest  in 
Numismatics. 

Knowing  many  members  regretted  missing  Dr.  Buck’s  talk,  we  are  quoting  it 
practically  verbatim: 


"The  first  dollar  in  the  World  was  made  in  Bohemia  over  400  years  ago. 


"Bohemia  is  in  the  northwestern  part  of  what  is  now  called  Czechoslovakia, 

It  points  up  into  Germany  like  a  broad  dull  arrow,  head  aimed  northwest.  To  the 
left  of  the  arrow  lie3  Saxony,  separated  from  Bohemia  by  the  Ore  Mountains.  To 
the  right  lies  Silesia,  separated  by  the  Sudeten  Mountains.  On  the  southwest  side 
of  the  shaft  of  the  arrow  is  Bavaria,  separated  from  Bohemia  by  the  great  Eohemian 
forest.  The  country  is  about  two -and-a -half  times  as  big  in  area  a3  Massachusetts, 
It  was  a  kingdom  from  about  1200  until  the  end  of  World  War  I,  after  which  it  was 
joined  to  other  bits  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  impire  to  make  the  modem  country  of 
Czechoslovakia.  The  word  "CZecho"  or  "Czechy"  simply  is  the  Slavic  name  for 
Bohemia.  Most  of  the  people  are  Slavic.  Their  language  is  very  much  like  Russian. 
Since  World  War  II  the  Russians  control  the  Country. 

"In  the  year  1516,  four  years  after  Ponce  deLeon  discovered  Florida,  and  a 
year  before  Luther  started  the  Protestant  Reformation  in  Germany,  a  rich  silver 
niine  was  discovered  on  the  property  of  the  Counts  of  Schlick:  Steven,  Henry, 
Geronimo  and  Laurence,  in  the  area  known  as  Joachim’s  doll.  (Doll  is  the  German 
word  for  valley.)  During  the  next  30  years,  more  than  $5,000,000  worth  of  silver 
was  mined  here.  The  Schlick  family  had  the  legal  right  to  coin  money  out  of  al 1 
they  found,  and  this  they  did  first  in  the  year  1518.  The  coins  they  made  were 
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Abroad  thick  groschen  weighing  one  ounce.  They  were  called  Joachimsdoller  groschen, 
ljust  as  the  Germans  called  beer  made  in  Pilsen,  Pilsener  beer,  etc,,  etc.  The 
railver  groschen  made  in  Joachims  Doll  were  called  Joachims  doller  groschen. 

[Later  this  was  shortened  to  doller  groschen  and  finally  to  doller.  Coins  of  the 
'game  size  soon  became  known  as  dollers.  The  spelling  makes  no  difference;  the 

word  is  pronounced  the  same  in  all  countries  whether  spelled  dollar,  thaler, 

taler,  dolar  or  daler  -  all  pronounced  doller  and  actually  meaning  something 
that  came  from  a  Doll  or  Valley. 

:rIn  general,  the  design  was  the  same  although  at  least  20  different  minor 
varieties  of  this  first  Bohemian  dollar  are  known  to  exist.  There  are  also  half- 
dollars,  quart  er-do  11  ars  and  double -dollars  of  the  same  or  similar  types.  They 
differ  in  the  figure  of  the  Saint  which  i3  on  them  all,  and  in  the  wording  or 
spelling  of  the  Latin  motto  or  circumscription  which  surrounds  the  edge  of  the 

coin,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  words  nUnited  States  of  America,  Cne  Dime11  are 

found  on  the  back  of  our  dime. 

:rThe  obverse  of  this  Joachims  thaler  shows  naturally,  the  full  figure  of 
St.  Joachim  for  whom  Joachimsdoll  was  named.  St.  Joachim  was  the  father  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary  and  is  therefore  called  by  some,  the  grandfather  of  God. 

:,He  is  pictured  on  the  coin  with  a  forked  beard,  and  a  tasseled  turban,  a 
staff  in  his  left  hand  and  holding  a  fold  of  his  gown  as  a  purse  in  his  right 
hand.  At  his  right  are  the  family  arms  of  the  Counts  of  Schlick,  under  the 
right  elbow  is  a  small  S  standing  for  Saint,  and  under  his  left  elbow  is  the 
letter  33for  Joachim.  The  circumscription  is  in  Latin  and  consists  of  abbre¬ 
viated  Latin  words  -  AR  DOM  SLI  5TE  ET  FRA  CO  DE  BASS,  or,  ,TThe  arms  of  the 
Lords  of  Schlick,  Steven  and  his  brothers,  Counts  of  Bassano." 

:,The  reverse  of  the  coin,  shows  the  lion  which  i3  the  emblem  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Bohemia,  surrounded  by  the  Latin  words  -  LUDOVICUS  PRIM  D  GRACIA  R  Bo,  or, 
wLudwig  the  First,  King  of  Bohemia  by  the  Grace  of  God." 


^Various  changes  were  made  in  the  figure  of  St.  Joachim  in  later  specimens 
of  the  coin,  and  the  first  to  bear  a  date  was  that  of  1520.  The  folloxving  years 
show  their  dates,  and  the  last  Schlick  dollar  was  made  in  1528,  two  years  after 
Count  Steven  Schlick  fell  in  battle  in  Hungary  where  he  accompanied  the  young  King 
Ludwig  the  First  to  fight  the  Turks. 

:TNo  silver  has  been  mined  in  the  Joachim*s  Doll  for  many  years,  but  miners 
in  this  area  often  died  of  what  was  called  miner* s  cancer.  About  50  years  ago, 
after  the  discovery  of  radium,  it  was  found  that  the  old  mines  of  Bohemia  con¬ 
tained  pitchblende  and  uranium  from  which  radium  was  refined.  This  may  have 
caused  the  miner  cancer.  At  any  rate,  there  is  still  plenty  of  uranium  there, 
and  this  is  being  taken  out  by  the  Russians*  No  one  is  allowed  to  enter  the 
area  except  those  authorized  by  the  Russian  masters  of  the  Country. 


tTJoachim,s  Doll,  which  in  1518  provided  the  silver  for  the  first  dollar  in 
the  \  to  rid,  today  providas  tha  Russians  witii  raw  material  for  the  Atom  Bomb.”

^property  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  was  marked  ‘‘'Purchased  from  Numismatic 
*  Funds",  and  we  think  part  of  the  money  donated  by  our  Society  back  in  1898. 
r'One  Joachimsthaler  he  showed,  still  had  a  little  radio  activity.

Proving  that  the  issuing  of  the  Pine  Tree  Shilling  Commemorative  Quarter 
(Henry  Schuhmacher,  Chairman)  needs  the  very  considered  attention  of  every  one 
of  our  members  by  voluntary  letters  to  their  Congressmen  (Massachusetts,  John 
McCormack),  is  borne  out  in  the  following  articles  verre  quoting,  from  the  Boston 
Herald  of  April  U  and  7,  respectively,  on  two  more  proposed  Massachusetts  coin 
issues. 

"Saltonstall  Wants  Coin  Marking  Cape  Founding.  'Washington  -  Senator  Salto n- 
stall  (R.  Mass.)  introduced  a  bill  yesterday  to  authorize  the  coinage  of  50  cent 
pieces  in  commemoration  of  the  350th  Anniversary  of  the  discovery  of  Cape  Cod, 

Mass.  In  an  accompanying  note  to  newsmen  he  said:  *It  should  be  pointed  out  that 
the  possibility  of  passage  of  this  bill  appears  to  be  quite  unlikely.  It  would 
therefore  not  be  advisable  to  raise  the  hopes  of  Cape  Cod  residents  toe  high  with 
respect  to  it3  success. 1U 

f7Bill  would  Authorize  Springfield  Coin  Issue.  Washington  -  A  bill  author¬ 
izing  the  Treasury  to  coin  special  50  cent  pieces  in  commemoration  of  the  100th 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  City  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  was  introduced 
yesterday  by  Rep.  Furcolo  (D.  Mass.)  The  celebration  is  scheduled  to  be  held 
in  June.*’ 
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On  a  motion  made  by  Mr.  Gould,  and  seconded  by  Hr.  Chell-Frost,  we  became 
fa  corporate  member  of  the  New  England  Numismatic  Association. 

The  hignli ght  of  this  meeting  was  George  Fuld * s  talk  on  the  exciting  subject 
of  Calendar  Medals  and  Store  Cards.  He  began  with  the  first  successful  distri¬ 
bution  of  a  calendar  in  the  form  of  a  metal  calendar  pocket  piece,  and  the  im¬ 
portant  part  it  played  in  the  history  of  the  World. 

One  of  the  earliest  was  produced  by  John  Powell  of  Birmingham,  England  in 
1759.  This  was  from  a  necessity  borne  of  a  long  accumulation  of  historical 
intrigue  and  development,  and  climaxed  by  the  decision  of  England  to  adopt  the 
Gregorian  system  of  recording  time.  They  were  circulated  mostly  in  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States,  and  were  usually  the  size  of  a  silver  dollar. 

In  the  1B50T s,  variations  of  the  English  Calendar  Medals  were  issued  in 
America,  and  again  in  1900  these  pieces  entered  a  short  period  of  popularity 
before  the  printed  calendar  displaced  them.  The  National  Bank  of  Chicago  did 
issue  a  (perpetual)  calendar  medal  for  the  years  1914  to  1934. 

Hr.  Fuld*s  outline  of  the  original  calendar,  how  the  Egyptians  based  their 
year,  the  Roman  and  Julian  Calendars,  what  the  Jewish  year  consists  of,  etc.,  etc., 
etc.,  was  a  very  scholarly,  interesting,  and  full-of -information  presentation.  A 
question  and  answer  period  followed. 

In  collaboration  with  his  father,  he  plans  to  publish  a  long  article  on 
this  subject,  we  hope  soon,  in  the  Numismatist.

Also  a  collection  of 
the  Perkins  Funeral  medals,  Baker  166  with  one  struck  in  gold,  and  three  varie¬ 
ties  each  in  silver  and  tin.  Also  exhibited  were  several  of  the  unique  Bushnell 
medals,  and  a  copy  of  Baker  335,  which  is  supposed  to  be  unique.

Turkish  Empire  until  the  Turks  were  defeated  by  the  British  in  World  War  I,  and 
the  British  Mandate  came  into  effect. . .trouble  with  Hitler.. .and  on  up  to  the 
present  time. 


In  its  early  history,  all  trading  was  done  by  the  barter  system  and  gold  ana 
silver  were  weighed.  Little  was  known  about  coins  and  money  until  the  time  of 
Maccabeus. 
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I  Mr.  Gould  spoke  briefly  on  the  Bahamian  Kat  Key  coins,  and  Mr.  Bangsberg 

'on  his  crown  sized  collection.  (Mr.  Came,  too,  discussed  his  exhibit).

There  were  IB  members  and  4  guests  present.

Jose  A.  Godoy,  the  popular  Peruvian  Consul,  was  our  guest  speaker. 

Taking  us  on  an  imaginary  trip  around  South  America,  he  touched  on  the  20  Latin 
American  Republics  whose  total  area  is  about  nine  million  miles,  and  the  popu¬ 
lation  over  133  millions.  He  told  of  their  enormous  development  during  the 
last  50  years,  and  of  the  similarities  in  these  20  countries  in  customs  and 
culture ...  the  advent  of  the  Good  Neighbor  Policy  and  of  the  consequent  better 
understanding  among  the  three  Americas. . .the  work  of  the  Pan-American  Society 
of  New  England  serving  as  the  crossroads  for  visitors  to  Latin  America. . .the 
first  book  printed  in  the  New  World  was  published  in  Mexico  City  in  1537... and 
Perufs  first  coin  was  struck  in  1535* • .that  Lima,  founded  by  Pizarro  a  century 
before  the  Pilgrims  landed,  has  a  University,  San  Maroos,  which  is  almost  ICO 
years  older  than  Harvard. . .and  the  military  achievements  of  Bolivar,  Sucre  and 
San  Martin,  leaders  of  the  emancipation  of  South  America,  are  considered  the 
most  notable  of  their  kind  recorded  by  history. . .that  Spanish  literature,  poetry, 
etc.,  etc.  has  enriched  the  vorld...of  the  very  important  part  aviation  is  play¬ 
ing  in  the  development  of  the  countries. . .that  Peru  is  the  most  favorable  spot 
for  American  capital  and  enterprise  because  of  its  enormous,  unexploited  natural 
resources. . .too,  it  is  the  cradle  of  the  oldest  civilization  in  South  America 
even  if  one  went  only  as  far  back  a3  the  Inca  Einpire,  and  some  remains  of  her  most 
ancient  cultures  remind  one  of  the  Orientals,  and  that  the  inscriptions,  hiero¬ 
glyphics  and  symbols  found  on  her  monuments,  pottery,  etc.  resemble  similar  ob¬ 
jects  found  in  Egypt  and  China... gold  and  silver  are  there  -  and  highly  important 
to  modem  industry ,  oil,  vanadium,  antimony,  lead  and  tungsten.  He  told  of  the 
private  striking  of  beautifully  engraved  medals  for  celebrating  births,  marriages 
and  other  festive  events.  A  most  interesting  movie  on  South  American  countries 
^as  shown. 


Mr.  deLellis  reported  on  his  visit  to  the  Boston  Public  Library  and 
his  arranging  for  an  exhibit  there  during  National  Coin  Week.  To  his  amazement 
he  learned  the  Library  houses  about  a  1000  books  on  numismatics,  and  he  thought 
It  an  excellent  idea  to  borrow  some  for  our  meetings.  Unf ortunately ,  they  arenft 
catalogued. 
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Wr  Mr.  Gould  told  of  their  having  but  a  small  list,  and  in  personally 

Erdering  15  pamphlets  he  received  but  one,  and  that,  after  a  long  wait. 

H  Mr.  Clapp  suggested  we  apply  for  every  piece  of  their  numismatic  liter¬ 

ature,  and  see  what  results. 

K  It  is  evident  that  a  numismatic  catalogue  is  a  necessity  there.  Have 

a  bibliophile  in  the  Society  who  could  help  in  the  make-up  of  such  a  catalogue 
fin  conjunction  with  the  Library?

The  most  complete  biography  of  Jacob  Perkins  Is  n Jacob  Perkins: 

This  Inventions,  his  times,  and  his  contemporarie s ”  by  Greville  and 
Jporothy  Bathe;  published  by  The  Historical  Society  of  Pennsylvania 
^Philadelphia,  1943.  (215  pages).  I  believe  you  would  be  able  to 

'consult  a  copy  of  the  book  at  the  Boston  Public  Library,  if  it  is 
in  your  local  library. 

In  May,  1787,  a  State  Mint  was  finally  in  operation  with  works 
f. at  Boston  Neck  and  Dedham.  Several  persons,  among  them  Joshua 
jWitherle  (superintendent  of  the  Mint)  and  Joseph  Callendar  of  Boston 
submitted  and  made  dies  all  of  which  were  discarded,  the  dies  being 
unsatisfactory.  Jacob  Perkins,  with  his  knowledge  of  diemaking 
obtained  in  his  trade  as  a  goldsmith,  succeeded  where  others  appear 
to  have  failed.  The  design  for  the  Massachusetts  cent  of  1788  as 
finally  adopted  Is  reproduced  in  the  book  on  page  seven,  showing 
the  closed  SS  In  the  Perkins  dies.  Young  Jacob  Perkins,  deemed  a 
capable  engraver  and  cheaper  that  Joseph  Callendar,  was  set  to  work, 
producing  the  dies  and  received  as  payment  for  his  work  one  per  cent 
of  the  coins  struck  from  his  own  dies.  Perkins  received  only  -L3-18-10 
for  his  work  in  1788.  There  are  at  least  six  known  varieties  of  the 
Perkins  cents.  The  best  known  of  his  work  was  a  pattern  silver  dollar 
which  he  made  in  1793,  which  shows  a  bust  of  Washington  in  military 
uniform  facing  left.  He  also  engraved  two  mortuary  medals  with  a  raised 
design  of  the  head  of  Washington  which  were  reproduced  In  silver  and 
copper-gilt  and  worn  in  the  processions  honoring  Washington  after  his 
death. 


The  book  has,  on  page  32,  a  map  showing  the  location  and  photo¬ 
graphs  of  Jacob  Perkins’  home  and  engraving  plant  at  No.  14  Fruit 
Street.  The  three-story  brick  building  which  housed  the  engraving 
plant  was  put  up  in  1808  by  Jacob  Perkins  and  his  brother,  Abraham* 

It  was  here  that  Massachusetts  currency  was  engraved  and  most  of  It 
printed;  Perkins,  having  been  granted  by  virtue  of  a  special  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Act  of  1809,  what  virtually  amounted  to  an  H airtight  mono¬ 
poly”  for  bank  note  plates. 

Little  is  known  about  Jacob  Perkins’  early  years  and  boyhood 
beyond  his  apprenticeship  as  a  goldsmith  to  Edward  Davis,  a  master 
craftsman,  begun  in  1778  and  ending  with  Davis’  death  in  1785.  (p.5.) 
We  can  only  conjecture  as  to  the  actual  location  of  the  place  where 
the  1788  coins  were  minted. 


I  have  given  but  a  few  details  of  Jacob  Perkins'  career  which 
was  a  remarkable  one  in  many  ways  as  you  will  discover  when  you 
read  the  book  which  I  recommended* 

I  hope  this  information  will  prove  of  Interest.

An  intensely  interesting  and  scholarly  talk  on  Papal  Coinage  was  given  by 
Mr,  Clapp.  He  carried  us  through  the  history  and  development  of  the  Coinage  of  the 
FLpes  from  its  beginning  in  the  Ninth  Century  when  coins  were  issued  in  conjunction 
with  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor,  to  its  present  Twentieth  Century  status,  when  the  coin¬ 
age  of  this  tiny  domain  at  Vatican  City  is  struck  at  the  Roman  Mint  of  the  Italian 
Government.  Profusely  illustrated  with  Papal  coins  from  his  collection,  these  were 
enlarged  upon  the  screen  by  use  of  the  Baloptican.  The  latter  was  an  entertaining 
feature  and  ably  handled  by  Mr.  Porcaro.  Members  attending  supplemented  the  talk, 
and  entertained  the  audience  too,  by  showing  many  of  their  coins.

Reports  from  Henry  Schuhmacher  indicate  that  he  is  really  having 
hard  luck,  having  been  in  a  recent  automobile  accident. 

President  Pond  introduced  cur- honorary  member,  and  speaker  of  the 
evening,  Mr.  Arthur  S.  Dewing. 

Mr.  Dewing  opened  his  talk  by  telling  of  his  pleasant  associations 
with  our  Society  3ince  19^7,  and  also  with  the  American  Numismatic 
Society. 

In  a  very  instructive  fashion,  he  outlined  his  great  interest  in  Greek  coins  and 
their  early  history,  as  a  subject  upon  which  there  has  always  bc-en  a  great  deal  of 
discussion.  It  was  customary  to  refer  to  weight  standards,  such  as  cows,  being  a 
thing  of  value  or  so  many  coins.  Various  other  things  were  used  in  Babylon,  etc.,  etc. 
A  habit  of  the  priests  in  Babylon  was  to  take  wealth  in  the  form  of  gold  and  silver 
and  store  in  their  temples.  Sometimes  a  receipt  would  be  given  and  a  record  made. 
Probably  somewhere  in  the  last  period  of  the  first  milleniun,  the  priests  began  to 
weigh  gold  and  silver. 


The  first  coins  in  the  whole  area  on  the  west  coast  of  Asia  Minor  were  electrum 
from  Miletus.  Herodotus  says  that  the  Lydians  were  the  first  people  to  strike  gold 
coins.  Silver  coins  were  first  struck  in  Aegina. 

There  are  two  very  famous  coins  in  Greek  numisnatics,  and  perhaps  the  most  famous 
is  the  demareteion.  In  481  BC  the  Carthaginians,  who  controlled  the  eastern  part  of 
Sicily,  got  into  a  war  with  Greece.  This  battle  of  the  Carthaginians  was  fought  in 
479  BC  and  the  Greeks  were  entirely  successful.  The  Carthaginians  expected  a  ruthless 
peace,  instead  the  wife  of  the  leader  of  the  King  of  Syracuse,  Demarete,  inspired 
a  lenient  one.  Thereupon,  the  Carthaginians  presented  her  with  a  crown  of  gold,  she 
changed  it  for  silver  and  out  of  that  silver  was  struck  a  commemorative  coin,  the 
demareteion.  The  best  specimin  in  the  Vforld  is  in  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  and 
the  second  best  in  the  British  Museum.  Mr.  Dewing  had  one  of  the  seven  or  eight  speci¬ 
mens  that  are  known  to  exist  at  the  present  time.

The  second  coin  was  struck  during  the  Peloponnesian  war  in  connection  with  the 
gf defeat  of  the  Athenians.  The  Sicilians  were  victorious.  In  return,  a  commemorative 
gfeecin ,  known  as  the  silver  decadrachm,  was  struck.  Coins  of  this  type  were  by  the 
jEfamous  die-cutters  Kinon  and  Evainet03.  Kinon  also  ninted  the  facing  head  and  the 
K  beet  specimen  of  this  is  in  the  British  Museum. 

There  was  great  competition  in  the  closing  •  years  of  the  5th  Century  3C  between 
g  the  city  of  Syracuse  and  AkrngU3  which  later  bocame  Agrigentun,  and  as  soon  as  Kinon 
r  and  Evainetos  had  minted  these  very  impressive  coins,  tho  city  of  Akragas  decided  to 
F  do  the  same  thing.  They  minted  what  subsequently  became  one  of  the  rarest  coins  known, 
if*  the  decadrachn,  with  an  eagle  and  hare  on  the  obverse,  and  a  quadriga  on  the  reverse. 

I" Of  this  coin,  there  are  but  four  genuine  specimens  in  existence,  the  genuineness  of 
f  two  other  existing  specimens  is  doubtful.  The  best  one  is  in  Munich,  and  there  is  one 
(r  in  the  Biblioteque  Nationcle  in  Paris,  and  one  in  the  collection  of  an  Italian  Baron, 
r  The  latter's  grandfather  had  begun  collecting  in  the  1850 ' s ,  and  later  his  father 
E  acquired  another  specimen.  In  1948  he  disposed  of  one  of  these  and  Mr.  Dewing  has

*  Things  had  gone  badly  with  the  Athenians  as  the  war  turned  against  them  and  they 
lost  their  silver  mines.

■of  Antique  Fans  on  ^ay  19  at  the  Telephone  Building  on  Franklin  Street, 

President  Pond  attended  the  Central  States  Numismatic  Convention  and 
described  its  highlights. 

In  regard  to  National  Coin  Week  -  Mr.  de  Lellis  read  a  list  of  ex¬ 
hibits  and  exhibitors.  Miss  Mannering  showed  pictures  of  her  displays, 

Mr.  Tuttle  showed  newspaper  cuttings  about  National  Coin  Week  and  Mr, 

George  Fuld  described  the  Eliasberg  Collection  at  Baltimore, 

The  topic  for  the  evening's  talk  was  "Pre-Revolutionary  Coinage  and 
Money  of  Massachusetts"  with  Jim  Clapp  reading  excerpts  from  the  diary  of 
Madam  Knight. 

In  the  beginning,  many  things  wore  used  for  currency:  cattle,  grain, 
fur,  rum,  nails,  musket  balls,  wampum,  beef,  and  rarely  Coins.  Prices 
°f  items  on  sale  depended  on  the  type  of  pay;  an  item  worth  sixpence  would 
cost  twelve  pence  in  grain,  fish,  fur,  etc.;  six  pence  in  coin  or  wampum; 
and  eight  pence  if  paid  for  in  provisions  valued  one  third  lower  than  the 
Prices  fixed  by  the  General  Court.  (Price  control  even  in  those  days  »’’) 

The  first  forms  of  native  hard  money  was  wampum  whose  value  was  depen- 
^ont  on  its  color,  shape  and  quality.  White  wampum  was  worth  one  penny  for 
3lx  beads  while  black  wampum  were  three  for  a  penny.  Musket  balls  of  full 
8lze  were  worth  a  farthing  e0ch  in  quantities  up  to  the  value  of  twelve 
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Knee  (one  shilling)  according  to  a  decree  of  the  General  Court  in  1635. 
(fjus  passed  as  an  unofficial  medium  of  exchange  among  the  settlers,  even 
1!*  being  being  rated  as  six  penny  or  forty  penny  nails. 

m  In  1634  a  man  earned  36  cents  a  day  for  which  he  would  receive  18  Eng¬ 
lish  pennies,  or  one  third  of  a  bushel  of  corn,  or  70  musket  balls,  or 
gjo  beads  of  white  wampum,  or  50  beads  of  black  wampum,  or  3  bits  of  Span¬ 
ish  silver. 

Other  than  the  coine  brought  with  them,  the  only  sources  of  money  were 
She  Spanish  American  mints  with  their  cobs,  pieces  of  eight,  and  other 
denominations.  The  one  real  piece  was  known  as  the  bitt  and  had  a  value 
twelve  and  a  half  cents  (our  quarter  is  still  known  as  two-bits). 

I  it  was  from  this  silver  that  John  Hull  and  Richard  Sanderson  struck 
-their  New  England,  V'illow  Tree,  Oak  Tree  and  Pine  Tree  coins.  These  were 
hinted  by  authority  of  the  General  Court  from  1652  until  16c2,  ’violating 
■the'royal  English  prerogative  of  coinage.  These  coins  were  known  for 
'their  quality  and  honest  weight.  In  1690  Massachusetts  began  to  issue 
paper  money  to  ease  the  currency  shortage. 

In  1722  the  first  of  the  English  coins  issued  for  the  colonies  began 
to  apoear.  These  were  the  Rosa  American  series  -  a  set  of  beautiful  cop¬ 
per  coins  in  values  of  two  pence,  one  pence,  and  hall  pence.  In  addition, 
'an  issue  of  half  pence  struck  in  1723  by  llliam  Wood  for  use  in  Ireland 
was  diverted  to  the  colonies.  In  1749  England  paid  off  the  expenses  ^ci 
■the  ^ouisberg  exoedition  with  a  large  shipment  of  coins  which  included 
nearly  all  of  the  1749  English  farthings.  This  hard  money  allowed  the 
redemption  of  all  the  outstanding  paper  money  and  put  the  colony  on  a 
"hard  money'1  basis. 

Paper  money  was  also  issued  in  1740,  1744,  and  in  17  5  began  the  well 
known  continental  currency  series.  This^last  was  so  valueless  as  to  g-ve 
us  our  saying  -  Mnot  worth  a  continental  . 

In  the  revolutionary  period,  all  the  hard  money  was  Spanish  Milled 
dollars  and  fractions  thereof.  To  provide  for  small  change ,  ^assachuset t s 
In  1787  and  1788  issued  copper  coins  of  one  cent  and  halt  cent  denomin¬ 
ations.  These  were  the  first  state  coins  to  bear  a  denomination  and 
helped  pave  the  way  for  the  present  United  States  coinage.

Mel  Came  spoke  on  Canadian  Paper  Money,  starting  with  the 
Charter  banks  of  1S0O,  through  the  broken  banks  up  to  the  legal 
tender  notes  of  the  present  day.  Many  of  the  broken  bank  notes 
are  scarce  with  some  being  extremely  rare.  These  notes  were  of 
beautiful  designs  and  in  sene  instances  carried  advertising  on 
the  reverse  side.  The  talk  was  well  illustrated  with  Mel’s 
collection  of  choice  specimens  of  the  Canadian  bills. 

The  subject  cf  striking  a  medal  using  an  obsolete  silver  coin 
having  one  side  struck  with  a  die  of  the  Society  was  discussed  and 
upon  vote  was  referred  to  the  coning  council  meeting  for  action. 

The  attention  of  all  present  was  called  to  the  Horace  Grant 
prize  for  the  membership  drive.  This  set  of  notes  will  be  awarded 
at  the  coming  meeting.

He  told  a  curious  fact  -  on  Russian  crowns  from  1797  to  1882  -  the  head  of  the  ruler 
was  not  shown,  because  Czar  Paul  disliked  his  image  and  refused  to  have  it  displayed. 
This  set  imp  a  precedent  which  lasted  for  almost  90  years.  Earl  collects  all  new 
types  of  present  day  crowns,  told  of  playing  checkers  with  large  cents  and  eagle 
cents  back  in  the  days  when  he  was  a  boy  with  platinum-blond  curls.  He  thinks  that 
Austria  initiated  the  best  designs  and  workmanship  on  her  coi  ns  of  any  modern  nation.

MEDICAL  COINS  AND  MEDALS 

Dr.  Miller  concluded  the  Annual  Meeting  by  delivering  an  interesting  and 
instructive  talk  on  ”medical  coins  and  medals”,  using  as  his  basic  reference. 
Dr.  Storer»s  book  on  this  subject.  Dr.  Miller  treated  his  rather  difficult 
patient  by  separating  the  ”Nummi  Medici”  into  five  parts:  tfl  -  Ancient  coins 
relating  to  medicine;  #2  -  Medals  for  medical  societies;  #3  -  coins  and  medals 
commemorating  or  used  in  medical  treatment;  #4  -  medalic  awards  pertaining  to 
medicine  and  >,-5  -  personal  medals  and  coins  of  famous  physicians. 

Each  part  was  clarified  by  representative  coins  and  medals  and  salted 
with  entertaining  anecdotes  and  stories.  We  saw  silver  denarii  and  golden 
angels  and  were  taught  the  difference  between  the  trSerpent  Staff”  of  Aescu¬ 
lapius,  the  healer,  and  the  ”Caduceus”  of  Mercury,  the  patron  of  thieves. 

We  learned  how  ”touch  pieces”  could  actually  cure  the  ”Kingfs  Evil”,  and  how 
the  physician  in  ordinary  of  Snperor  Franz  Joseph  I  discovered  the  modern  way 
of  treating  bums  through  an  accident  of  battle.  From  Pest  thaler  to  encased 
postage,  a  most  professional  and  enjoyable  treatment,  Dr.  Miller.

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^unsanitary  and  dirty  condition,  his  guide  asked  him  proudly  if  they  had  anything 
pjjce  that  in  American  Mr.  Dewing* s  simple  answer  was  "no",  an  answer  which  satis¬ 
fied  both  the  truth  and  his  guide. 


3IN  COLLECTING  IN  A  WORLD  OF  CONFLICT 

Between  Horace  Grant’s  beginning  and  Mr.  Dewing *s  ending,  the  celebration  of 
(Our  94th  anniversary  was  highlighted  with  an  address  by  Captain  Oscar  H.  Dodson, 
iU.S.N.,  a  member  of  our  society  and  of  the  A.N.A.  Board  of  Governors. 

Capt.  Dodson  interspersed  the  more  serious  parts  of  his  subject,  ‘’Coin  Col¬ 
lecting  in  a  World  of  Conflict”,  with  amusing  stories  and  anecdotes  and  illustrated 
'his  main  points  with  especially  prepared  poster  cartoons.  He  described  the  welcome 
he  received  on  his  first  visit  to  the  B.N.S.  in  1936,  where  he  was  greeted  and 
taught  by  such  eminent  Boston  Numismatists  as  Shepard  Fond,  Howland  V/ood  and  Edward 
; Newell. 

Briefly  reviewing  international  events  from  the  time  of  the  war  of  1812, 
when  the  battle  of  New  Orleans  was  fought  two  weeks  after  the  signing  of  a  Treaty  of 
Peace,  to  the  present  day,  when  “the  newspapers  dump  the  problems  of  the  world  into 
our  lap  at  breakf ast”,  Capt.  Dodson  pointed  out  that,  though  the  threat  from  behind, 
not  the  "iron",  but  the  "sponge"  curtain  is  very  real,  though  we  are  now  living  in 
“an  indeterminate  period  of  tension  and  uncertainty"  the  future  is  not  all  gloomy. 
First,  the  Western  and  not  the  Eastern  culture  is  the  "revolutionary  way  of  life” 
and  all  people  long  for  Liberty  and  Democracy,  and  finally  the  development  of  inter¬ 
national  understanding. 

In  this  International  story,  Numismatics  plays  her  small  part.  She  not  only 
provides  us  with  relaxation  in  a  troubled  world  but  also  teaches  us  history  -  the 
overthrow  of  empires  and  tyrants  and  the  development  of  democracy  -  shows  us  that  the 
problems  of  past  civilizations  were  not  so  different  from  our  own  and,  by  associa¬ 
tion,  leads  us  to  understand  and  be  understood  by  our  fellow  Numismatists  and  fellow 
men  from  other  countries.  "Let’s  use  Numismatics",  concluded  Capt.  Dodson,  "to  help 
maintain  the  peace."

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[COMMUNION  TOKENS 

Charles  Nettleship  introduced  his  subject  by  outlining  the  Historical 
[background  which  gave  rise  to  the  frequent  use  of  Communion  Tokens.  Its  roots  lay 
in  the  reformation  and  the  establishment  of  the  Church  of  England.  The  Scotch 
.ssenters”  and  ’’Covenanters’*  were  forced  by  this  church  to  worship  at  Secret  Meet¬ 
ings,  to  which  admission  was  gained  by  use  of  a  token.  This  token  indicated  that 
the  possessor  was  neither  a  spy  for  the  Church  of  England  nor  unworthy  to  partake 
of  Presbyterian  Communion.  Thi3  period  of  English  religious  strife  began  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  I  in  1638,  ended  in  that  of  William  of  Orange  in  1689,  and  intro¬ 
duced  and  established  the  use  of  Communion  Tokens. 

The  actual  origin  of  this  type  of  Token  is  old  and  lost,  having  been  used 
before  in  Europe  and  as  early  as  1559  In  England.  However,  the  first  recognized 
token  was  made  in  1645  by  the  ’’Covenanters”.  These  early  tokens  are  distinguished 
by  their  scarcity  and  their  odd  spelling.  From  1645  to  1668  only  five  examples 
sre  now  known,  from  1668  to  date,  over  1000. 

The  use  of  Communion  Tokens  was  introduced  by  the  Scotch  immigrants  to 
Canada,  Australia  and  the  United  States  and  became,  as  time  went  on,  more  a  con¬ 
vention  than  a  necessity.  Today  in  Nova  Scotia,  these  tokens  still  indicate  the 
worthiness  of  the  communicant. 

Hr.  Nettleship  illustrated  his  talk  with  examples  from  his  own  collection, 
which  indicated  the  gradual  elaboration  of  design  from  the  simple  dispelled  legends 
of  the  Covenanters  to  the  use  of  names,  dates,  scriptural  verses  and  even  pictures. 
The  shapes  became  varied  and  these  tokens,  like  money,  were  made  from  a  wide  variety 
of  materials;  cardboard,  lead,  tin,  pewter,  nickel,  pore el lain,  ivory,  silver,  bronze 
and  zinc.  The  inconsistency  of  man  was  made  manifest  by  the  fact  that  lead  COMMUNION 
tokens  are  scarce  because  they  generally  found  their  way  to  the  melting  pot  to  make 
BULLETS.

The  BOSTON  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY  in  the  1870's 

Reminiscences  by  an  older  member,  April,  1917 


I  joined  the  Society  about  1869*  There  had  been  some  laxity  in  keeping 
up  the  accounts  and  the  collection  of  dues  had  been  neglected,  John  Kimbill 
biggin,  the  treasurer  at  that  time,  was  a  busy,  very  easy  going  man,  more 
interested  in  his  subscription  publication  than  in  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

At  any  rate  the  older  members  seemed  to  think  that  a  young  man  could  better 
run  around  and  pick  up  the  loose  ends,  and  so  they  gave  me  the  office.  This 
must  have  been  about  1872-1873. 

The  Society  in  those  days  was  inclined  to  be  exclusive,  and  the  meetings 
v/ere  quite  solemn  affairs  with  more  learned  talk  than  show  of  coins,  but  they 
were  very  enjoyable,  for  the  old  Boston  element,  there  represented,  was  an 
interesting  study.  Jeremiah  Colburn,  short,  stout,  and  smiling,  presided,  and 
his  old  time  cordiality  was  always  a  charm  to  me.  The  Reverend  Edmund  Farwell 
Shafter  discoursed  learnedly  on  classical  coinage  and  wrote  on  the  Colonial 
:i,S$\iQ5  of  Vermont.  He  well  represented  the  clergy  of  the  day  and  certainly 
added  dignity  to  the  meetings.  George  Williams  Pratt  of  Louisburg  Square, 
whose  son  Robert  M.,  recently  died  in  the  old  mansion  there,  was  a  typical 
Bostonian  of  the  old  school,  formal  in  manner  and  aristocratic  in  feature. 

He  carefully  guarded  the  Society's  membership,  lest  unsuitable  additions 
should  creep  in.  William  Sumner  Appleton,  father  of  the  gentleman  of  the 
same  name,  who  so  ably  conducts  the  affairs  of  the  Society  for  the  Preser¬ 
vation  of  New  England  Antiquities,  was  an  omnivorous  collector  of  coins;  por¬ 
tions  of  his  collection,  I  believe,  have  been  given  to  some  Boston  institu¬ 
tion.  He  was  quiet,  rather  stiff  in  manner,  always  wore  a  tight-fitting 
frock  coat  and  usually  a  tall  hat  a  little  anti-dating  the  prevailing  pattern. 

He  owned  more  coins  than  all  the  other  members  together  and  exhibited  them 
freely.  James  Edward  Root,  it  was  said,  gained  his  fortune  through  an  inter¬ 
est  in  a  sewing  machine  company;  a  well-groomed  man,  he  appeared  as  if  just 
out  of  the  traditional  band-box,  but  always  delicate  in  health.  He  occasionally 
showed  some  coins  but  said  little  at  the  meetings,  although  one  was  instinc¬ 
tively  drawn  to  him  by  his  quiet,  refined  manner.  James  Brewer  Rhodes,  the 
State  Street  broker,  seldom  attended  the  meetings,  and  seemed  more  like  a 
New  Yorker  than  a  Boston  man.  Henry  Dearborn  Fowle,  the  North  End  druggist, 
always  reminded  one  of  a  retired  actor.  He  was  devoted  to  Greek  and  Roman 
coins  and  was  thoroughly  posted  on  them  and  their  values. 

Henry  Davenport,  the  Society’s  first  treasurer,  was  a  strict  accountant 
by  nature  and  profession.  To  him  I  went  to  have  my  annual  report  audited

were  also  later  members  who  did  not  at  first  pass  through  the  sieve  of 
George  Williams  Pratt.  Woodward,  heavy  of  build,  with  curly  hair  and  an 
injured  eye,  possessed  the  diplomacy  of  the  skillful  dealer  whose  sales 
were  numerous  and  very  successful.  He  brought  to  the  meetings  many  valuable 
and  curious  coins  as  they  passed  through  his  hands.  Parma  Lee  was  a  baker 
at  the  South  End,  who  transferred  the  profits  of  his  Eostcn  baked  beans  in¬ 
to  American  gold,  and  astonished  the  members  by  quietly  unfolding  his  beau¬ 
tiful  pieces  to  the  value  of  untold  thousands  on  the  library  tablec  I  ■ 

think  he  bought  the  collection  gathered  by  Seavy  of  Cambridge,  a  member  of 

the  Society,  whom  I  do  not  remember  meeting.  :  :iji

Matthew  A,  Stickney  of  Salem,  whose  wonderful  collection  of  coins  was 
sold  by  Hemy  Chapman  of  Philadelphia  a  few  years  since  at  fabulous  prices, 

I  knew  well.  He  was  not  a  member  of  the  Society.  Stickney  made  his  money 
in  a  grocery  shop  not  far  from  his  home,  the  house  in  which  his  two  daugh¬ 
ters  still  reside.  By  offering  to  accept  the  copper  "Brummies"  of  the  day 

at  the  cent  value  he  acquired  many  rare  coins,  and  he  also  had  an  arrange-  J 

ment  with  a  Now  York  firm  of  brokers  to  reserve  for  him  any  unusual  pieces  ( 

of  gold  and  silver,  and  thus,  at  comparatively  little  cost  he  gathered  his  ij 

great  collection  in  the  40’s  and  50’ s.  Stickney  had  attacks  of  facial 

neuralgia  and,  so  it  was  always  said,  dulled  the  pain  by  alcoholic  treatment-  p 

applied  internally.  We  boy  collectors  in  Salem  used  to  call  on  him  to  see 

his  rarities  but  did  not  alx^ays  get  in.  Later  we  learned  a  trick  which 

opened  both  his  door  and  his  heart.  We  took  him  bright  Civil  War  tokens  and 

little  medals  which,  shut  up  as  he  was,  he  had  no  means  of  obtaining,  and  \j 

so  beneath  his  beaming  smiles  we  got  our  reward  by  glimpses  of  olive-colored 

uncirculated  1793’s,  and  by  actually  holding  in  our  hands  the  Massachusetts  ;i 

Janus  head  1776,  and  that  rarity  of  rarities,  the  Brasher  Doubloon,  which 

brought  the  unheard  sum  of  $6,000  at  the  sale  of  Stickney’s  collection.

THE  CHANGING  VIEWS  OF  COIN  COLLECTING 

The  Reverend  Edward  W*  W.  Lewis  concluded  the  meeting  with  an  interesting  and 
well  presented  talk  on  the  changing  views  of  coin  collecting.  He  began  by  describing 
the  varied  names  by  which  "The  Root  of  all  Evil"  was  known  in  the  varied  walks  of  life, 
from  minister  to  Numismatist.  He  told  how  the  collecting  of  classical  coins,  in  the 
middle  ages  and  the  Renaissance,  the  hobby  of  Kings  and  Princes,  became  widespread  among 
all  educated  men  in  the  19th  century  through  the  impetus  of  Neo-Classic  culture;  how 
the  changing  types  of  modern  coinage  began  to  stimulate  an  interest  in  collecting  them; 
of  the  impetus  provided  by  the  20th  century,  when  coin  holders  were  introduced,  and 
interest  in  all  branches  of  Numismatics  was  manifested  in  all  walks  of  life,  an  inter¬ 
est  which  was  fostered  by  shorter  working  hours,  increased  wages  and  more  leisure* 
Reverend  Lewis  deplored,  however,  that  this  revolution  in  coin  collecting  had  brought 
about  an  undue  interest  in  the  monetary  value  of  Numismatic  items,  a  swing  away  from 
science  to  economics ,  from  history  to  investment*  "The  Hobby  of  Kings"  concluded  Rev* 
Lewis,  "should  have  recreational  as  well  as  investment  interest,  should  share  some¬ 
thing  good*  Love  of  money  is  the  root  of  all  evil,  but  learning  about  money  is  a 
satisfaction."

'pre  first  English  Tokens  were  issued  shortly  after  the  appearance  of  this 
medalion  and  were  inscribed  "AM  I  NOT  A  MAN  AND  A  BROTHER"  or  "A  WOMAN  AND  A  SISTER". 

The  first  American  Token  of  similar  design  appeared  in  1838. 

These  Tokens  are  found  struck  in  all  medals,  including  silver.  Sometimes  the 
inscription  is  in  French.  They  found  general  circulation  as  "Harr*.  Times"  money. 

While  the  basic  design  of  all  is  similar,  there  exist  many  edge  varieties  and  mules.
